nearly so high as it was twenty | 
years ago. The sheriff should be 
a more important man iu the com- 
munity than the people win 
get 


for the money they are willing to 
pay. A good theif-taker is as 
much of a preventive of crime as 
any other agemty. 
Kansas been 


taking fees from the sheriff until 
the offiee has lost, much of its dig- 
nity and strength. One way to 
keep the yegmcn out of Kansas is 
to make the sheriff a bigger man, 
and the only way to grade up the 
sheriff's office is to give the sher- 
iff more money.
